This morning hia attorneys were atill 


''confident tha 
%E they coald Have him from 


the hangman' a noose, bat after Gov- 
ernor Budd had announced hia refusal 
to interfere with the execution, and the 
news flashed over the 
wires 
from 


Washington that Attorney Broad man 
had' failed in hie mission to the supreme 
court o! the United States, they were 
compelled to acknowledge themselves 
nonplussed. 


Attorney Dauprey resorted to the ex- 


pedient cf praying to the judges of the 
federal courts for a bill of exceptions to 
their ruling denying his petition for a 
writ of habeas corpus. 


After a consultation Judges DeHaven 


and Morrow decided tbat the allowance 
of the bill of exceptions would not act 
in the nature of permission to appeal 
to the supreme court, and after exam- 
ining the documents affixed tbeir Big- 
iiaturea to the bill of exceptions as de- 
aired,

Immediately thereafter Attorney Deu- 


prsy secured from the clork of the cir- 
cuit court a certified copy of said bill of 
exceptions and called 
upon 
United 


States Marshal Baldwin to serve it and 
a notice of appeal upon Warden Hale at 
Sau Queutin. It was claimed by Attor- 
ney Dauproy that this notice acted as a 
stay of proceedings, and that the federal 
judges having signed his bill of excep- 
tions nothing coald prevent him from 
perfecting hie appeal thereon. 


TIIE APPEAL DiSREGAKDED. 


Marshal Baldwin at first demurred to 


being pressed into service, but acting 
upon the advice of the United States at- 
torney, he accompanied Attorney Dan- 
prey to Ran Quontin and served the doc- 
ument upon Warden Halo. That offi- 
cial at once referred the matter to the 
state attorney general, who advised him 
that the acceptance of aervlce of each 
documents as had been submitted to 
him did not act as & stay of execution 
and that them was no legal reason why 
he flhonld not proceed with the execu- 
tion. 


GOVfiHNOK BUDD UiFLE&LBLK, 


Governor Budd deferred hia decision 


upon the appeal for executive clemency 
which had been submitted to him yes- 
terday until a late hour this afternoon 
in the belief that Dnrrant'e attorney! 
would call upon him, bnt either they 
were too busy to do BO or considered that 
it was a waste of time, for they failed to 
appear. Meantime Durrani's parents 
announced their determination to call 
npon the governor for the purpose oi 
making A final appeal for their eon's 
life, but the governor absolutely refused 
to see them, and they then left tbe city 
for 
San 
Qaentin, 
so 
that 
they 


might spend the night with their son 
and bid him farewell. 


Amos Lunte, tbo hangman, visited 


Durrani's cell this aiternoou for tbe 
purpose of taking his measure and de- 
termining upon tbe length of the drop 
The machinery of the gallows waa 
tested and everything found to work 
smoothly today. About 150 invitations 
have been issued by Warden Hale. 


GRIM PREPARATIONS, 


SAN" QOESTIS, January 6.— On the eve 


of the execution of Theodore Durrani 
the only indications of the nearness o 
the final scene in his life's tragedy are 
the presence of the grim sallows near 
the condemned cell, and of the unuspa 
number of civilians who are to witnes 
the hanging tomorrow. 


Detract passed the day, as he has 


•pant moat of hia daya lately, reading 
his Bible, praying and pacing to and fro 
acroeu tbe condemned cell. Chaplain 
Brahma administered spiritual conaola 
tion thia mornintr, the prisoner joinin 
him in prayer. This afternoon Attorne; 
Dflaprey, of counsel for Durrani, accom 
panied by United Statea Marshal Barry 
Baldwin, came over from Sau Francisc 
and served on Warden Hale a certified 
copy of the hill ol wtceptiona taken to 
day in the United Statea circuit court 
together with a notice of appeal from 
the order denying the application for 
writ of error. 


The warden was asked to defer tb 


execution on tbo ground that the appea 
acted aa a stay. The warden took tb 
3.30 boat for San Francisco to consul 
with Attorney General Fitzgerald, wh 
advised him 10 proceed with the execn 


tion, dielegardinc the service aa the 
questions raised had already been set- 
tled and the new application was frivo- 
lous. This left Durrant only one hope, 
tbe 
governor 
having 
declined 
to 


interfere. This was tbe possibility that 
Attorney Boardmau'd raietion in Wash- 
ington might be eucceasfal and that he 
might Beenre a stay from tbe Uoittd 
Statea supreme court. Late tine after- 
noon, however, word was received that 
Justice Brewer had denied the applica- 
tion sort that there was at last no ob- 
stacle between the condemned murderer 
and the gallowa. 


The prison officials on receipt of the 


newa were greatly relieved and every 
thitig ia now in readiness for tbe carry- 
ing out of the sentence fonr times pro- 
nounced on the murderer oi Blanche La- 
rnont. 


UCKSAKT TALKS. 


SAN QOEXTI.N Paisox, Gal., January 0. 


—At the request of Theodore Durrant 
an Associated Press staff correspondent 
was brought tonight to the cage-like 
structure surrounded by a close wire 
netting hfwhich tbe condemned man is 
confined, Hia mother eat outside con- 
versing with her Bon in whispers. 


Darrant looked well, but hia eyoa wore 


red from weeping and his lips wore 
parcbed. The failure today of tbe va- 
rious moves in his behalf was referred 
to. 


"It was a great surprise, but I am pre- 


pared for it," replied Durrant. 


"How do you feel?" 


HOPEFUL AUD BEADY. 


"Hopeful, buoyant and ready to meet 


my Maker," answered the condemned 
murderer. "I know the Lord is with 
mo. No one knows what faith IB until it 
is tried. I am going to a Jndge who hat 
never committed a wrong and who can- 
not. My faith has been so strong that I 
have been kept up and will be sustained 
to tbe end." 
Then turning to his 


mother he said, "Mother, T have come 
to the conclusion that it needs trial to 
knovGod. And you may aay that to 
the world," he added. 


A sudden thought seemed to strike 


Durrant, for he added in a voice differ- 
enUroiu the earnest religious accents of 
his previous remarks : "I have had 
offers of remuneration for a talk with 
me from the East. I have had three or 
four telegrams. " 


"All of hiB words are of great value," 


interrupted hia mother. 


Durrant said he was willing to comply 


but hia mother being called away for a 
moment he resumed hia former strain. 


"PERFECT is COIIIST," 


"I will make no reference to tbepaat. 


All will bo made clear, if nol in this 
rorld then in the next. I feel that I 
m perfect in •QhriBt."'--f* ••••-*-•- 
""What will you BUY at the laat?" was 
he rather difficult question to ask, but 
he answer was quick and in a firmer 
voice than he had been using: "I 
ball 
only proclaim 
my innocence 


oudly, strenuously ."answered Durrant. 
'Make this aa atrong aa you please. I 
will not falter at the end. I will die 
bravely, knowing I am going to a better 
world. I thank God myhanda are clean, 
ara not atained with blood. The fair 
name of California will stand stained 
with a crime that can never be wiped 
oat — the blood of an innocent man — 
nay boy." 
At this point Mra, Darrant 


returned to the side of her son and said 
rather sharply: "There; you haveiaid 
enough, Theodore; too much already, I 
am afraid." 


"That's all, mother," submissively re- 


plied the condemned murderer, as he 
aaid good bye and turned hia head 
away. 
< 


THE M1DS1GHT HODE. 


SAN QDENTIS PRISON, January 6.— 


Shortly before midnight Durrani pro- 
pared to retire, telling Captain Edgar 
;hat he wanted to get some sleep before 
morning, lie shows no aigna of weak- 
ening, and all who have seen him to- 
night agree that he will die game. Cap- 
tain Edgar atill considers him a remark- 
able criminal and ia firmly of the opinion 
that he will go to the gallows bravely. 
Hia mother remained with him nnti 
11.30 and will eee him in tbe morning. 
Cfo one will be admitted into the prison 
after midnight until the gates are 
opened at 7 o'clock in the morning. The 
officials are confident that Darrant wil' 
not attempt auicide, even if he had the 
opportunity, which be baa not. 


Nothing more ia likely to be haarc 


from tbe condemned man's quarters un- 
til after 7 o'clock. Mr, and Mrs. Dar- 
rant have none to San Rafael for the 
night, accompanied by Rev, Edward 
Davis, 
It is not known positively 


whether Mr. Davis will appear on the 
scaffold with Darrant, or whether Rev, 
Mr. Rador will carry out hia original in- 
tention of aetinz as spiritual adviser. 


PPICAOTIOXS AOAIXST aniciDE. 


That Dnrrant will not commit suicido 


those responsible for bis custody a: J 
car tain, whether he ever contemplated 
such a thing or not. To establish to a 
certainty whether auch a thought wai 
ever in his mind an inspection was made 
today of his personal effects taken from 
him 
when 
h? 
waa firat sent to 


the condemned cell, to determine il 
there is concealed in them any subtle 
poison by which his taking off would 
have been made easy. 


It ia a matter of criminal history in 


this state that & condemned murderer 
awaiting execution once defeated justice 
by absorbing poison from tbe leaves of a 
book previously saturated with it and 
presented to him by his friend i. Cap- 
tain Edgar, while expressing his belie 
that Durrant haa not at any time con- 
templated auicide, nor given a thought 
to tbe taking of his own life, omit tec 
no precaution to prevent a recurrence ol 
tbe incident. 


Just prior to Dorrant'a removal to tbe 


condemned cell hie mother presented to 
him a sachet bag made of silk, orna- 
mented with taasele and embroidery 
and & Bible bound in Moiocco with pad- 
ded cover. 


When it was suggested to Captain 


Edgar that possibly this might be the 


liding place of some deadly paiaon he 
aughed, sayine: -'There is no poison 
n those articles; of that I am certain. 
Vhether there is or no; is a matter of 
no concern or interest, as Dnrrant haa 
no means of making use of it even if it 
were there. I have all of Bur rant's 
JosasBBJona in my office. They will re- 
main there until they are delivered to 
bis parents after his execution,"

Representative Griffith, Pledged 


to Vote for the Senator, Re- 


fuses His Support. 


COLUMBUS, January 4.— The political 


nture o! Senator Hanna ia certainly to- 
ight in a closely poised balance. While 
here are now reported to be only nine 
iseenters among the eighteen Repub- 
can membar?, one in the sen at o and 
igbt in tbe honsp, yet tho really daubt- 
ul Hat is limited to two or three. 


Some of the dissenting Republicans 
re not likely ever to he reconciled to 
Senator Hanna. They have bnrned the 
>ridgee behind them and openly admit 
. Representatives Griffith of Union 
ud Joyce of Guernsey, who voted with 
tho combine" on the organization of 
be house, stated today that they would 
ote for Senator Hanna. Tbis givea 


Hanna 54 in the house and 17 in the 
enate, a total of 71, or 2 flhurt of tbe 
ecessary majority. 
Droate of Hamilton, who voted for 
oxwell for speaker, announced at the 
me that ho would support Jeptha Ger- 
ard, a eilvor Republican, for senator, 
o tbat the net gain for Hanna to date 
vsr the voto on the organization ia only 


QH. 
Tbe Hanna men e&y they expect to 
et tbe votea of Scott of Sutler nnil Rut- 
,an of Oarrull. who were instrncted for 
[anna and voted for the "combine" on 
rganization. On the other hand, "the 
OQJ bine managers say that Scott and 
luttan will remain with them to the 
nisb and that they expect to get Sny- 
er of Greene and Redky of Highland 
who voted for Boxwell for speaker. 


The doubtful members are bein^ of- 
ered tbeir choice of chairmanships nnd 
;iven tbe opportunity to make all otuer 
Elections they went. The power of the 
rganization of the house is certainly 
>eing used to tbe greatest possible nd- 
antage, and its inllaenca is net to 
ie underestimated in connection rUh 
tie support nf the stato ai minis tranin. 
fhila Mr. Kurt?, and bia aanociatfiB will 
nake no statements, yet they are holir 
ng back tbe appointment on the com- 
mittees and other patronage in antici- 
lation of gaining several votes on the sen- 
atorial ballot. 
In holding their men in line "the 
orahine" are having trouble with the 
ixty-five Democratic members. It is 
istieved that Mayor McKigeou will give 
way to 3Ir. Kurtz for the short term for 
enator, while Governor Buahntill haa 
11 along been rflgsrdsd as tbe candi- 
late for the long term. Representatives 
Viley ol Wayne, Powell of Morrow, 
Nilea of Lucas and other radical free 
Liver Democrats are not- satisfied with 
turtz and Buehnell, aud if. they are tu 
voto for Republicans they want them 
with pronounced silver records like tbat 
if Gerrard and others that ere named. 
Some of the Democratic members insist 
bat the breach is so wide and so deep 
now between tbe Republicans tbat John 
i. McLean or some other free oilvor 
Democrat could be elected over Hanna. 


The senate and tbe bouea will ballot 
epar&tely next Tueaday for senator. 
?he senate will stand 19 to 17 against 
lanna, by Senator Burke voting with 
he Democrats. The houee on Monday 
tood 56 to 53. It ifi now 55 to 54 apainet 
Janna. This would_ settle tbe contest 
f "tbe combine" In both houses can 
oncentrate on any one candidate against 
3anna and when the two honana meet 
on the following day, Wednesday, Janu- 
ary 12th, to canvuBB in joint assembly 
be vote of the previous day, aa cast by 
each branch separately, there would he 
nothing to do except to announce tbe 
otal result as 74 to 71 against Hanna. 
But if Senator Hanna has not amajor- 


ty a week hence it is doubtfnl whether 
any opponent will have it, and the gen- 
eral prediction is for a dead lock. In 
tbe event that the balloting next Tues- 
day does not show a majority for any 
one, 
the general assembly wi i proceed 


on tbe next day to balloting in the joint 
assembly *nd continue to do EO until 
,bere is au election. The balloting a 
week hence may not do any more than 
compel tbe contestants to show thoir 
names on roll call and after that the 
same fight may be continued for an in- 
definite period. 


"The combine" tonight IB charging 


that Senator Uanna ia in such desperate 
Btrsits as to ba forced to "swap horses" 
while crossing the stream, owinp to tbe 
Reoublicane deciding to hold no caucus. 
They also eay that be haa been an ex- 
sonator since the legislature met yester- 
day. As Senator Hanna waa appointed 
when Secretary Sherman wont into tho 
cabinet, article 2, section 2, of tho stat- 
utes ia being quoted SB follows: "If va- 
cancies (in tbe senate) occur by resigna- 
tion or otherwise during the recess oi 
tho legislature of any state the execu- 
tive thereof may make temporary ap- 
pointments until the next meeting of 
the legislator*, which shall then fill 
such vacancies." 


While this talk about Ohio now hav- 


ing only one senator proceeds the If anna 
men explain tbat they want the same 
action now aa was accorded Senator 
Foraker two years ago. Foraker had 
been indorsed at the Z tinea villa stete 
convention in 1894 for senator and was 
elected without any caucus or any Re- 
publican opposition in the legislature. 


The Hanna men aak that tho same 


"courtesy and loyalty" now prevail. 
The plank in the Republican state plat* 
form in favor of Hanna at Toledo last 
Jane ifl being freely cited. 
I.ate tonight the Hann managers loat 


the two doubtfnl membera that they 
had gained today so that there ia now 
no material change from that of yester- 
day when tbe booee stood 56 to 52 
against Uanna. Thia would give the 
senator only 70 votea on joint ballot, or 
3 lens than enough votes to elect. In 
connection with the chance of repre- 
sentative Griffith back to the anti- 
Hanna camp there are moat ecandalone 
reports in circulation. Mr. Griffith haa 
been on both sides several timt>B, and so 
pledged himself in writing. 


Itwaa elated yesterday that the Hanna 


workers spent Sunday night with Grif- 
fith and that at 3 a.m. the latter eent 
for liiB wife to come from the Great 


southern hotel to the Neil house to join 
him in a conference with the Hauna 
People. 


At S a.m. the Kurtz men eaw Mr. 


3ritlith and the all-night work of the 
Banna men was undono jaat before her 
tmeband went to tbe state house on 
Monday morning to qualify as speaker 
pro tern with the other candidates ol 
"the combine." After the legislature 
was organized, Mr. Griffith had another 
night of conferences on both aides of the 
senatorial case and thie morning he gave 
:he Uanna men a written pledge over 
lia own signature that he would vote 
for the senator. Later in the day he 
waa seen by the opponents of tiuuator 
[lanna and toaigbthegavnout the fol- 
owing as his last proclamation on his 
position :

L have, however, since learning of tbe 
ndiguities heaped on my wife Monday 
morning, reached the conviction that I 
ifould be untrue to my manhood should 


( cast my vote for a man who eittiur 
uses or employes such methods and 
i lall resent the indignitien and insults 
leaped upon myself aud friends and' 
uluo do a service for my state and coun- 
try by voting for a Republican other 
than Mr. Hanna for United Stales sena- 
or. 


"Notwithstanding the threats made 


o me that I cannot return and live in 
Jnion county il I do not vote for Mr. 
^lanna, it is my hope and belief that the 
guod people who have honored me with 
hoir confidence and whom I lovs and 
honor will uphold me in this determina- 
ation tbat cannot under any circumstan- 
ces now be changed. J. E. GRIFFITH." 


When a copy of the statement pur- 


>orting to come from Representative 
jriQHh was shown to Senator Hanna 
.bis evening, be said: "I do not ba- 
ieve Mr. Griffith ever made this state- 
ment, because it ia not true. It is repre- 
sented to me that he IB an honorable 
man and therefore I aball not believe, 
without some further evidence, that he 
ever made or used such a statement." 


.Notwithstanding tbat Mr. Hanna re 


garde it aa untrue thtt Griffith himself 
jubliahed tbe statement, yet it is known 
:hat tbo document is in Griffith's hand- 
writing, whether he prepared it himself 
or uot. The last letter of Griffith has 
caused not only a sensation, but the 
most bitter feeling and tbo worst of 
charges on tbe part of the rival workers. 


Congressman Groaveuorleftior Wash- 


ington tonight and the anti'Hanna men 
eay be has gone there to confer with the 
legatee which the opposition report aa 
likely to be Secretary Sherman. 


General Grosvenor stated that he had 


to bo in congress on Thursday to take 
part in tbe debate and that he was leav- 
ing for that purpose ahd would be hack 
tho last of the week. J. Park AUender, 
a trustee of tbe Ohio imbecile asylum, 
today resigned because of Governor 
BuahoeU'e course on the uenatorship. 
The four Republican clubs of Columbus 
tonight resolved not to participate in 
the inangnrBtion of Governor Buahnoll 
next Saturday.

KASSAB CITY, Mo., January 4.— After 


about threo montha inactivity Kansas 
city'd train robberB scored another bril- 
liantachievement tonight. Tho Kaneas 
Pittehurg and Gulf road ia the sufferer. 


The company's Port Arthur special 


whicb left the company's depot here at 
ti o'clock tonight wai robbed before it 
had passed the city In^ito. Two men, 
whom nobody but the expre«B mesFPnger 
aesra9 to have seen, climbed into theex> 
press car aa tho ttain left tbe depot. 
Tuuy overawed tbe messenger, bound 
nnd gagged him and rifled the car be- 
fore the train came to a stop. 


When thy train slowed up at a rail- 


road crossing known aa Air Line Junc- 
tion, near the southern limits of the 
city, they climbed from the car and dis- 
appeared. Nothing was known of the 
robbery until a negro train porter en- 
terod tbe car and found the helpless ex- 
press messenger. 


After tbe train had boon stopped and 


others of the crew had come forward 
and released the express messenger it 
was found that the robbers had entered 
tbe local safe, taking from it everything 
of value. They had made no effort to 
disturb tbe through eafe, which is pro- 
tected by a time lock, i'rom Air Line 
Junction a telegraphic report of the rob- 
bery was sent to thia citv and the train 
proceeded south. 


The Wells-Fargo Company controls 


tbe express business on the Pittabare 
and Gulf road. At the express com- 
pany's oflice here 0. R. Tease, the loca 
manager stated that there was not much 
of value in tbe local safe, aud tbat $200 
or tfSQQ would probably cover the com- 
pany's loas. To police circles, however, 
tha impression prevails that the robbers 
secured several thousand dollars in 
jewelry and money. 


The report received at the esprfiaa 


couipauy'a oflice here states tbat the 
robbers entered the express car as tbe 
train was pulling out of the yards, hav- 
ing forced the roar door with a jimmy. 


E. N. Hide of Kanaas City was tbe 


espreea meBEeuger, Upon turning from 
his work he looked into the barrel of a 
sis shooter. The messenger offered no 
resistance, though he wan well armed 
and after tbe jobbers had bound him, 
one of them etood guard ovei him while 
the other rifled tbe safe. 


The robbers are described as cmooth 


faced young mea, and the fact tbat both 
were estremely nervous while in the ex- 
press car is taken as evidence that they 
are new recruits to Kanaaa City's force 
of train robbery. 


At 7 o'clock a special train waa Bent to 


the scene of the robbery with a force of 
policemen find marnhala and these men 
are now scouring tbe country along the 
river banks in search of tbe robbers,

The decision o! tho supreme CO'i't in 


the Jkf contempt case is a =wri:r o; sat- 
isfaction to the press of the ptate. The 
satiBlaction would be greater, though.had 
the justices been unanimous; as it was, 
four declared in favor oi the newspaper 
and three upheld Judge Catlin. who had 
sentenced the Bee to pay a fine of $n!X 
for alleged contempt of court. How- 
ever, Californians have coma not to el 
pect very much of their supreme court 
and they are therefore seldom disap 
pointed; still for all purposes the de 
ciEion is as good as if all the jualiceshad 
concurred in Justice Van Fleet's opinion.

The penance and flagelation indicted 


upon the human body for tho sanctiuca- 
tion and glory of the epirit by the re- 
ligious fanatics of nil ages and peoples, 
ig something incredible. A more dia- 
bolical impulse never moved epirit of 
man. Tbe soals of such should have 
been boused within the skin of a rhi- 
noceros. I shall cherish my body as my 
beat gift, nourish and protect it, and con- 
eider it in all the toil of the days yet to 
come; believing it to be tbe will of the 
Creator that I do BO; and when we part 
in the shadow of the valley I shall know 
it haa earned tho welcome plaudit "well 
done, good and faithful servant." 


"The influence of a city or town upon 


the surrounding country, not only upon 
its material progress, but upon ita social 
end educational life iBrarelyconeidered. 
It a city like Fresno is full of the spirit 
of enterprise, with a strong, healthy, 
Bocial life, love of the beautiful, abound- 
ing in hope and charity, it will permeate 
all surrounding communities having in- 
tercourse with it. 
These influences 


flowing out into the country, return 
laden with the elements of growth and 
prosperity for the city." 


Thia is what 1 wrote in one of iny con- 


tributions last winter, and now I will 
tell you something about these influ- 
ences which I had mncb occasion to note 
during my tours as advance agent for 
the thresher and barley crusher the past 
summer, and which ia meigniflcant as 
it may seem, in the matter of drees and 
personal appearance. It dues not re- 
quire more than a trip or BO to enlighten 
the most indifferent that Fresno city in 
no place to appear in other than respect- 
ably dressed; not expensively, bat in 
regard to cleanliness and neatness, and 
also in con Federation of what people may 
think of yon as they flize you np while 
taking in your personal appearance. 
There are a few notable exceptions 
which drift into townjand out, so notable 
indeed that I dare not be more explicit, 
but tbe attention they attract from tbe 
passerby verineu my proposition. 


Before comine to Fresno we lived at 


Slovenville, a small bnrg on the railroad 
end the trading center of unite a coun- 
try around about. It consisted of the 
regulation front row of stores, saloons, 
blacksmith shops, etc., and another row 
bevond as the resident portion, with the 
back yards facing the world with ail 
their interesting assortments of debris 
andjuoir. Thither we took our staff to 
barter and do our trading, aa we do now 
in Fresno. If you should meet Eliza 
and me, especially Eliza, von would 
never take her for the same" Eliza that 
drove her cart into Slovenvillo with her 
coop of hens—not much. She was the 
eame Eliza tho first trip she took to your 
beautiful city, bnt not since. The glassy 
eye she got from our next door neighbor 
with her fine feathers, on Maripoaa 
Btreet—well, women learn some things 
awlnlly quick and thin was one of them. 


Anything in the way of dress would 


•do to drive in with, for it was tho habit 
to leave for tho town as we came oat of 
the kitchen or the harn. It was "lire's 
labor lost" to dress up for the burg, for 
Slovenville bad no etyle, no fashions, no 
ambition, pride or get-up about it. If a 
farmer came into town minus his over- 
alls, jumper and barnyard hat every- 
body knew he waa off for the bay. Such 
was the inverse influence of Slovenville 
upon the improvement of its enrronnd- 
ine?. 


We, many of us, go pretty seedy look- 


ing around home, but when we go to 
Fresno we spruce up. I never changed 
clothea ao much in my life as since I got 
into 
this colony. This 
dual 
life 


which we all lead m the matter of drees 
haa occasioned me much mortification 
in my line of bnaincBB. I have had to 
make the acquaintance of many of our 
cuHtomara twice, once nu the ranch and 
again in Freano, and a peculiarity I 
acted was that the further they lived 
from the city the greater the divergence 
inttiBirdual costumes. In my travels 
around I found the women folks very 
generally neat and presentable, much 
moroGothan the men; bnt when they 
go to the city their transformation is in 
proportion and 
their 
identification 


equally bewildering. 


Dress ia a great civilizer and promoter 


of self-respect. All men and women 
have a better opinion of themselves 
when well dressed. There is a power in 
dress, not extravagant, but neat and 
tasty, that cannot be ignored. A well 
dressed and a shabby p~eraon can never 
meet as equals; the one feels it and the 
other knows it. So this deiire to be 
properly appreciated atlraulates us to 
Kive our beat aide to the world—and 
Fresno. 


It ia sairl that there will be no cur- 


rency legislation in congress thin winter. 
Mr.Hannahas an idea that there will 
be, but what, no one can tell. Well, I 


am not at all astonished; I would be if 
there were any. I bare come to the 
conclusion that if there ii aoy onetbing 
the American people don't know any- 
thing abont it ia the currency question. 
, We have had for ssveral yeara what we 
| called campaigns of education* ami »•*» 


i knew just aa touch in the beginning as 


we do mw. H Diogenes would qui; 
| looltiuii lor that toneat mau and turn 
• hia attention, to one «bo uudtmaudB 


tbia question he would have a louner 
job. I have found honest men, but 
never one that had a clear idea of tbe 
ina and outa of t tie currency question, 
and the mem ben of congress so repre- 
teQt o»r manifold ideas on tin. subject 
that no unanimity can be expected. The 
truth is the whole question ia a matter 
01 theory, and the land ia full of it. 
Closely analyzing a theory we rind the 
origin of it to be a Bullish one. The pro- 
ponents of each theory looka at the 
theory only from the standpoint of his 
own interest. The banker, the capital- 
ists, the lender and the borrower, the 
man in the West with his aiher mines 
and the man in the E<m with hia bonds 
—each asperte that hia theory IB thi 
hes! for the country, but h? knows noth- 
ing abont it beyond the part of the 
country repreeented in himself. I have 
questioned many people and found that 
ttieir argument was bnt assertion backed 
up by a stubborn faith, yet could nive 
no reason for the faith that waa in 
them. 


Itut there ia one proposition that 


BBeuia to he a general favorite, and to 
which they retreat when 
too hard 


pressed in their monetary theories, and 
that is the government ownership of all 
tho currency. A good deal ol this ema- 
nates from a decided hoatility to grant- 
ing the hanks any immunities and 
privileges not granted to everybody, and 
this arista not from any evils so far de- 
veloped 
from 
tlie banknote system 


which they can demonstrate, but from 
epecial privileges and powers granted 
to capital. 
AB for the Gage plan, the 


part that can be understood extends the 
immunities of the banks, and the part, 
tho outcome of which cannot he fore- 
seen, being in the realms of theory, is 
given to the people. 


The best thine to do about thia cur- 


rency business ia to go slow till we shall 
hp.ve learned something. There is a 
good dtal of the political fad about it 
anyway, and it is not such a bugaboo as 
many make It out. 
From the best 


standpoint I can find a contraction oi 
the currency ig nothing but contraction 
of an inclination to loan it. When you 
can't borrow the money you need, you 
declare that money isacarco,not enough 
to do the business of the country, al- 
ways ehort just the amount you need; 
but the truth ia tbe inclination to loan 
!t to you ia scarce. There ia ample cur- 
rency to do all tho business of the coun- 
,ry, supplemented as it ia with the ays- 
:em of checks, drafts, exchange, deposit 
:ertificatea, etc. The remedy seems to 
JB the adoption of some method of run* 
mug this government so the inclination 
;o loan will expand and not contract. 
There ia aa much money to pay for 
wheat at $1.25 thia year aa there waa 
,wo years ago to pay 75 cents.

Law Governing the Municipality 


in the Establishment 


of a Park. . 


The proposition of F. Roeiliit]* acd 


August \Veilia to donate a tract of 2t>0 
acres immediately northwest of the city 
for a public park for Fresno ia receiving 
much consideration from the citizens of 
the municipality. It is an importantmat 
ter far the city's future and it deserves 
tha thorough investigation t.'iat is being 
given it. 


The liberality of Messrs. Uoeiling and 


Weiheia fully appreciated. Kvery citi- 
zen feela that the capitalists p.re offering 
the gift for the good of Fresno and ita 
people. The land is situated hut a short 
distance from the city's limit?, and '1GQ 
acres of it is quite valuable. The pur- 
pose of the proposition ia a very laud- 
able one and the two capitalists have 
ihown commendable public spirit. 


But the queetiou with the taxpayers 


is whether or not the municipality would 
be justified in agreeing to expend $501)0 
ancually for fivft yeara in improving the 
park, a condition that is required by 
Meeera. Roediug and Weihe in their 
offer. They deaire to see a park and 
want tbe aH-mrance that Fresno will make 
one on the land donated. 


O. G. Freuiau, the attorney who is 


representing Mr. Roedinc in ths nego- 
tiations, waa interviewed by a RKI-CUU- 


reporter yesterday. He elated that 
eard. Roedmg and WeiUe wete willing 


:o donata the land on the distinct un- 
der stand ing that it was only to. bo uaed 
as a park. They deemed $25,000 a very 
reasonable amount to require for tbe 
mprovement of the park ia five yeara. 
This amount would not complete it, hut

offered by Messrs. F. Koeding and Aug. Wcilie. The site is the triangular space, indicated by shading, included between 
the S. P. 11. R. main line, Cemetery avenue {with the 40-acro tract of Aug. Weihe) and tbe dividing fine between blocks 31 
and 32. Kroeger's achoM house lies in the adjoining block, to the eastward. 


and It can then be extended out in sub- 
sequent years, aa the municipality's 
financial condition will warrant. The 
city will not be confined to Che expend- 
iture of exactly $5000 every year, the 
definite reauirernent being tnat 425,000 
shall be expended in five years. 


Mr. Freman stated that the present 


board of trustees, if it accepted the 
proposition, would not bind succeeding 
boards iu any way. The law would not 
permit any such action. Tbe attorney 
explained that Messrs. Roeding and 
Weihe would give a conditional deed to 
the land. If tue city did not fulfill its 
part of the contract by expending tbs re- 
quired amount of money, then the prop- 
erty would revert to tlie donors. Tbe 
present municipal board could merely 
carry put its part of tbe contract and 
leave it to the judgment of their suc- 
cessors to do their part. Should they 
not favor expending any more money in 
Improvine the park, then tho city will 
lose the land. It is presnmed, however, 
that if the city accnptsthe proposition it 
will carry out the project. If $5000 or 
more has been expended it is also to be 
presumed that the opportunity to have 
i park will not then be caat aside. 


There is unanimity of feeling that a 
ark ancli as planned would be of great 
Decent and value to the people of 
Fresno. Besides having a resort where 
they could have an opportunity for 
pleasant outdoor recreation, the estab- 
lishment of a park would undoub;odly 
mean much in the future development 
of Freano. There could be no better ad- 
vertisement of tbe progressive spirt of 
tho place, and the attention of visitors 
to California from all parts of the world 
would he attracted. The advantages are 
such that a handsome park would be es- 
tablished, and the visitor would be 
given a very favorable impression of the 
country. 


Freano ia probably not large enough 


now to maintain a park of 260 acres, hot 
the city undoubtedly has a great future 
and it will not be many years till it will 
be able and glad to do BO. Meantime 
the work of improvement can be begun, 
A part can be laid out Brat and Messrs. 
Roedine and Weihe are willing that the 
municipality should use tbe remainder 
of the land as it may see fit. Thin 
conld be utilized so aa to become a 
source of income to the city. 


Should the city of Frpano accept tbe 


offer of the tract, tbe following act of the 
legislature, passed in 1839, will be that 
umfcr wnich it will operate: 


"Section 1. Any incorporated city 


and county or city or town in this state 
may acquire and hold land for the nses 
and purposes of public parks, or public 
boulevards, or both, either by purchase, 
with the content of the owner, or by 
condemnation, under the provisions of 
the civil code of procedure of the state of 
California, title seven of part three. 


"Section 2. The land to be eo ac- 


quired and held may be within the cor- 
porato limits ot the city and county or 
city or town or conveniently adjacent 
thereto; and in either case it should be 
subject to tho jurisdiction of tha muni- 
cipality acquiring it, and to tho lawa,

mines are turning out some rich ore and 
there ia a continual development of 
newly discovered leads. Several very 
rich strikes were recently made on 
claims near Kandeburg and uearlv every 
mine down there that ia worked ecien- 
tiiically is turning oat pay ore. 


"Them ia a vast quantity of gold in

worked on account of the ore being diffi- 
cult to handle. In time this refractory 
oro will all be utilized and a large force 
of men be employed in working these 
leads.

"At present the richer leada are being

A 
fourth interest in one mine waa recently' 
aold for $00,000. The party that made 
the sale waa a lawyer and secured tha 
property by hia jawbone. Ho repre- 
sented the owners in a lawsuit and IOOK 
the fourth interest aa his fee.

"Wood and water are not plentiful in 


tbe Randsburft diatrict and this is tbe 
greatest drawback that the camp haa to 
contend with. Where you have to buy 
your drinking water and haul your fuel 
a long distance there must be special in- 
ducements for a man to locate. 


"The developments so far are BO prom- 


ising that claim owners do not regret the 
hardships and expense that they have 
endured, end all areconfidentof striking 
it rich during 1393. The dry diggings do 
not turn ont any great fortunes, but 
many men make tair wagea working 
them. Yon may expect eome good re- 
portfl from the Randobarg diatrict dor- 
ing tbia year."

We are of the opinion 
that the workingmen of no other coun- 
try feel such a keen interest in politics 
aa those of the United States, but they 
are not all made after one pattern, do a 
good deal of independent thinking and, 
therefore, aro net easily marshaled un- 
der one banner. We have Republican 
workingmen, Democratic workingmen 
and Popnliet workingmen, out to in- 
dnce them to cast aside party fealty in 
order to inaugurate a fight of class 
against class is something that appears 
impossible of accomplishment. If all 
the laborers of the country would unite 
to bring about certain reforms which 
they are agreed upon they would prol 
ably meet with success, but these dis- 
posed of other reforms would be sag 
grated and then would come the split.

While there is a 
good deal of buncombe uttered about 
the "eons of toil" during political cam- 
paigns, each party feelo R deep interest 
in their welfare—and bow could it be 
otherwise when the toilers comprise the 
bulk of all parties? Political platforms 
may abound in bombast aud buncombe, 
but the essence of them ia sincere. No 


arty wishes to do otherwise than to 


advance the general interests of tbe 
country, though there is considerable 
difference of opinion among tbe political 
organizations aa to the methods to bo 
pursued to accomplish this. 


Aa for the welfare of the laboring 


man, we believe that the moat searching 
investigation would show that in tbe 
general legislation of the country bis in- 
terests have received at least as much 
coneidetation aa those of any other class. 
In troth where legislation refers to the 
workinguiaii it always ia ot a protective 
character, while that referring to tho 
wealthy ia generally rppreesive. If by 
mistaken legislation the latter acquire 
some special privilege they htve to fight 
to keep i(, and probably nine times out : 
of ten they finally loea it or are hedged 
about with such roBtnctioneas to render 
it valueless. On tbe whole, therefore, 
tbe laboring men of tbie country have 
DO large ?iound for claiming that they

MUST BE CHECKED 


The Vine Hoppers Thriving 


This Winter. 


Commissioner S. W. Marshall's 


Advice Upon Methods of 


Combatting the Pests. 


Horticultural Commiesioner 3. W. 


Maraball has visited many vineyards 
during tao past two weeks and hia ob- 
sorvaiionfl have caneed him 
to 
be 


alarmed over tho prospect of the thripa 
or vine hoppers being more numerous 
next summer than dtmug tho past sea- 
son. Thn vine hoppers do not a Bern to 
be affected by the cold weather and may 
be found in a wanna under the dead 
leaves and weeds in the vineyards. 
Wherever a hedge or sheltered place is 
found tbe pests take'reluge and Eeero to 
be in fine condition. 
If the hoppers are 


not checked it ia likely that the vine- 
yards will suffer greatly from the blight- 
ing visitation during the summer. 


U ia well for vineyardistB to pay heed 


to whatever advice the horticultural 
commiesifjMfrs give in regard to the mat- 
tar, or their grape crop may be seriously 
affected if not entirely destroyed liy the 
inroado of tho pasta during the coming 
season. 


Speaking in regard to the matter yes- 


terday, Couiiiiiseioner Marshall said: 


"I am alarmed over the danger to our 


vineyards from thripa during tho comiiijj 
PPBHOD. The pests seem to thrive dur- 
ing this cold weather and many of tbe 
vineyards in the vicinity of Fresno re- 
cently vicHed aro full of hoppers. The 
hoppers are f\n hfialthy aud lively now 
as they were during lnat summer, when 
BO much damage was done, and from 
proGont indications they will be as bad, 
if not worse tho coming summer. 


"The most expert horticaftarietB as 


well as the vineyardiatB seem at a lose 
to tot rid of the inaonts. One thing 
ia certain, and that id we must not de- 
lay in endeavoring to destroy the, hop* 
pera. 


"I think a thoron^h cleaning out of 


all rnbhinh and leaves from the vine- 


( yards after pruning and then plowing 
[ the ground will be beneficial. The in- 
sects hido in the rubbish and no place 
should be left for them to geek cover. 
Whsia possible it would be a good plan 
to flood the vineyards with water. 


"In thoeprinp, when the buds start, 


the vines elmuld be sprayed with a 
whale oil eop.p sud sulphur solution, 
while tho hoppers are in the larvae 
atate. In tliia way many hoppers may 
be destroyed. 


"I find th,j mt-headed 'innate very 


destructive to the buda in many apricot 
orchards the nreBeut eearon. The orch- 
ards ebonM bo sprayed with a whale oil 
soap solution, as this will eave many 
buds. The solution Ehould be applied 
warm, and 
coceiEta of oua pnnnd of 


whale oil soap 
and 
ten gallons of 
watei."

A TAX CASE DECISION. 


Taxes Mast 
Be Paid at Firs 
Call. 


From the S*n FrtncUco Exuoiner. 


The lupreme court has rendered a de 


cuioD in a c*ee in which the payment o 
taxes OQ personal property ia involved 
and in which a majority of the com 
held that "where a taxpayer haa no rei 
property or cone Gutiicient to pay th 
payment of b'n tdses the &sse:tor ia re- 
quited to collect them at the time o 
making bia assessment, andlioctseo 
failure to pay to sell sufficient of the 
property of tbe delinquent to make the 
amount of the tax, with costs. Aa thi 
collection muat bs enforced before tb< 
meeting of the 'martl of equalization 
and before tbe rat j for the enduing yeai 
is ascertained end tho levy made, it ii 
provided that it shall he made according 
to the rate levied the previous year, am 
as this may be, and generally IB, greater 
or less than tbe subsequent levy for the 
current year, provision ia made for re 
fuudine to LU& taxpayer any exceea iu 
the collection, and far tbe payment oy 
hi in of any tiotiri^ncy." 


Tbe case waa that of C. B. Rhode and 


otbere who objected to the asaeeeo 
threatening to seiza their personal prop 
erty and sell it, and they commencec 
action in mandate against John O 
Siebe, the csseaEor, to enjoin him from 
en for cine them to pay the tax before 
the time of payment of realty taxes 
The superior court decided against the 
plaintiff, and the supreme court has &f 
firmed that judgment. 


Ohief Justice Beatty presented thi 


prevailing opinion, which wasconcurred 
in by Justjcea Hensh&w, Temple, Ua 
routte aud McFarland, but Justice Van 
Fleet and Justice Harrison both wrote 
disaentinj-' opinions. 


Justice Van Fleet holds that the la' 


works agaiust the poor, in that there 
may ba times when tbe poor man can 
not raise tba amount of tho asaeeemPQ 
upon demand.

Committeemen Place Them- 


selves on Record. 


Supervisor Manly's Subserviency 


to the Democrats Anim- 


adverted Upon. 


The Populist county central commit 


tee and a number of the active members 
of the party met in Kutoer hall yaeter- 
day. About forty persons were present 
and nearly every district in the couutj 
waa represented. Tbe meeting began at 
10 o'clock and continued until 3 p. ui,, 
but during tbe whole time no speaker 
favored fusion. Many expressions were 
heard opposing any further action with 
tbe Democrats in the county, state or 
nation. 


The temper of those present was 


demonstrated when one committeeman 
remarked, while the question of select- 
ing a secretary was under consideration, 
that no one who favored fusion should 
be allowed to fill a responsible position 
as an officer of tlie county central com- 
mittee. 


John S. Dore called the meeting to 


order and announced that the positions 
of chairman and secretary of the com* 
miltee were vacant owing to the resigna- 
tions of Chairman D. T. Fowler and 
Secretary M. McWhorter. 


H, L. Paine waa thereupon elected 


chairman and L. Hughson secretary. 


0. C. Lyons objected to Hughson, flay- 


ing he waa a fupioniflt, but Dr. (i. \j. 
Loop, and F. Knobloch assured the com- 
mitteemeu that he was a thorough Pop- 
ulist and opposed to any further fusion 
with the Democrats. "Some of ua fav- 
ored fusion in the city election last 
spring, hut we don't want to combine 
with tho Democrats any more. We have 
bad enough experience in that direc- 
tion," said Mr. Kcobloch. 


Corn milt eernau Edmund a touk ad- 


vantage of tbe discussion to declare that 
hn waa oppoaed to fusion. Ha eaid i

waa forced to vote for fusion last elec- 
tion, but wou't do it any more. I am a 
Populist and want to vote for the princi- 
ples of the Omaha platform and not fur 
fupioniate."

The party had fuaed with 
th« Democrats during the last presiden- 
tial election and it waa feared that the 
reform forces had been ecattered to the 
finr winda, but tbat he thought the 
Populists would get together again and 
be stronger than ever.

Mr. Dore, "hut lot ua not bo c intent to 
lnt tlie reform movement languish. In- 
stead of e ay ing to our neighbors that 
the People's Party is dead, tut uu rani- 
firm our allegiance to tbo Omaha plat- 
form and make a fight for principles." 


Mr. Dove stated that the first ray of 
;ht, since the fusion with ibe Demo- 


crats in national politics cast the Pec- 
pie's Party in eclipse, waa at present 
visible. 
He believed that the party 


would be reorganized and that once 
more it would assume power and pres- 
tige as & national party. A communica- 
tion outlining a plan of reorganization 
had been received by him from the na- 
tional cowmittse. Tbe national reor- 
ganizing committee appointed by the 
.Reform Press Association to meet in St.

The crop 
was nearly all picked and shipped be- 
fore the cold snap. The young groves 
seem to bs tnrifty and unaffected by the 
cold weather. 


"The orange groves in the vicinity of 


Lindsay are young, and this year we 
ahippeii only fourteen carloads of fruit. 
Next year we expect to ship 160 car- 
loada of oranges and lemons. There are 
1600 acrea in orange trees in that vicin- 
ity. 
When the trees come into full 


bearing tha output of oranges will be 
great. 


"Siity-five carloada of oranges were 


shipped from Porterville the present 
seaaon and next year many of the young 
orcnarda will coma into hearing and the 
output he, greatly increased. 


"The orchardsin the vicinity of Lind- 


lay are irrigated with water raised by 
pumpine p.anta. J. J. Cavina was the 
firat to try this" method of irrigation. In 
IS9'2 he quit wheat farming and planted 
100 acres in orange trees. There were 
no irrigation ditches, and he erected a 
largn pumping plant and irrigated from 
wella. Tha plan was eo successful that a 
large colony of people have located in 
that vicinity and followed his erample. 


"Tha orchards are irrigated from three 


to five times every year, and the coat for 
water ia from $3 to ?4 an 'acre. A 
twelve-borae-power engine will pimp 
enough water to irrigate five acres a 
day. The fuel costs $150 and an en- 
gineer is paid $1,50 a day.

ELECTION POSTPONED. 


Made By the Poraological Division 


of the Department of 


Agriculture. 


EDITOR REPUBLICAN—A 
bulletin on 


fruit culture, of recent ieaue from the. 
division of pomolocy, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, which 
has 


been given wide publicity, contains nu- 
merous unpardonable mistakes pertain- 
ine to the horticultural industry of our 
state. Theae blunders were recently 
pointed out to the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture by Senator Stephen M. White. 


To illustrate the absolute imbecility 


of the docnmeut, it states, for instance, 
that no oranges are raised in the state; 
makes no mention of the prodnction of 
grapes south of latitude 39, tbat terri- 
tory embracing the Freano region and 
other large grape prowing eectioos; figs 
ara not mentioned aa a California pro- 
duct, nor are Japanese pBraimrnooB. 
No mention is made of raising, nor is 
the state credited with the soility to 
produce walnuts, and very little notice 
ia made of many varieties of applea aud 
peaches.

Prisoners To and From 


the Jail. 


The constables nf Fresno county are 


now putting in claims for back fees un- 
der the decision recently rendered by 
Judge Webb that they are entitled to 
mileage for transporting prisoners be- 
tween the jail and justice courts on occa- 
sions of arraignment, examination, trial, 
etc. Tn the te«t cage that the court de- 
cid&rf Constable Zimmerman of Selma 
was awarded judgment for about $800. 
This embraced the claims of several con- 
Htt-blea who combined in the suit to de- 
termine the question of law. 


The officers are now presenting claims 


for 189o and 1896, During those years 
they wete allowed only their actual ex* 
peases in conveying prisoners between 
the conntj jail and their respective 
courts. According to Judge Webb's de- 
cision they are allowed 15 cents for every 
mile traveled. The favorable decision 
of the court gives the constables the 
right to present back fees.

Xt:w YoHK,December31.—llradalreet's 


tomorrow will cay : Holiday quiet and 
stock-taking close :t year which, while 
not fully realizing the most BROguine ex- 
pectations, certainly contained much 
that waa gratifying and more that ia fall 
of promise for the year IS9S- 


Following a series of years of alter- 


nate panic, stagnation and glow, and 
even painful revival, 1897 presented a 
large volume of business, dono as a 
whole at prices which, while not alto- 
gether piitiBfactory, give a total of trade 
larger than in any previous year since 
1892, Tariff changes restricted demand 
bat encouraged speculation and heavy 
imports in the i\rat part of 189V: while 
tha enlarged foreign demand for Ameri- 
can bread a tuff a and for some varieties of 
manufactured articles bettered the con* 
dition of the American farmer and there* 
fore business quite materially in the 
latter part of the year. 


Price conditions have not favored the 


southern producer of cotton nor the 
northern manufacturer of cotton goods. 
Tho best reports come from the west, 
northwaat and Pacific coast, Prices at 
tbe lowest are as a whole on a higher 
ran go ihttn at the opening, advances be- 
ing most numerous in food producto, 
rawailk and wool, while decreases are 
reported iu raw cotton find cotton srooiia; 
nearly all metals, anthracite coal and 
petroleum. Kail road interests shared 
the revival of prosperity with ernes and 
not earniDgB larger than any vear since 
1893, and the year 180S open a with the 
business community in a very cheerful 
frame of mind. 


A heavy falling off in numher »nd in 


liabilities of individuals, tints ur rur- 
poratious failing waa shown in 1897 
from 189ii and the four preceding years. 
A pfirtial return to moru or leas normal 
couditioue ia further indicated by n drop 
in the percentage of aasuta to the liabili- 
ties a:xl by a reduction in the commer- 
cial death rate aa compared with every 
eiiice and including 
1K9J. The total 


numbor of failures reuorled lo Brad- 
street^ for the year just closed was 13,- 
399, R decrease of ?OUQ failures and over 
13 per cent from 189ti; a falling off of 15 
per cent from the panic year of 1S93 and 
ii decrease of more than 2 per cent from 
the year of 1891. 


Com pared with 189b, there was a gain 


ill the number of failures shown of about 
half of 1 per cent, while'compared with 
1892 there was an increase of 28 per 
cant. Liabilities of those failing con* 
etituted one of the smallest totals of re- 
cent ycara, amounting to only $156,166,- 
000, a decrease of 37 per cent from 189(i; 
of 60 per cent from 1S93 and of 19 per 
cent from 1891, but a g»iu of 47 per cent 
over 1892. The least favorable showing 
ia made by the eastern states, which re- 
port increases in number and liabilities 
over 1896.

John S. Dore, the Populist leader, 


came in during the day, although he 
had no bnsincsa before tbe bo;ird. He 
was looking for Lew Roap, and after 
finding him the two hsd a long confer- 
ence in the clerk'a office. Rose waa still 
indignant because Supervisor Manly, 
hia former friend and fellow Pop(nliat, 
had stood in with the Democratic mem- 
bers of the board and ousted him from 
the position of courtlion«o janitor, Mr, 
Dore tried to console him as heat he 
could, and agreed with him that he had 
been treated 
very shabbily by Mr. 


Manly. Tbe hopes of the party to 
establish a record through ita represen- 
tative on tbe county board bay been 
blasted. Had the supervisor not made 
any promise hia treatment of Rose 
would not huve been GO reprehensible, 
but inasmuch aa Mr. Manly had (riven 
liia word to support Rose for janitor 
during IS9S, the supervisor's action de- 
served reprobation. 


Even though tbere is need for only 


one janitor and no anaiatant, it waa 
agreed that Mr. Manly should have kept 
tiiu word with Rose and given him tos 
job inatead of Corlew. 


Mr. Dore haa tbe interests of the 


Popuhat party at heart and he regretted 
very much the present attitude of Mr. 
M'anly. 
Nor is Mr. Dore the only 


Populist leader who feels that the super- 
visor's action waa in violation of both 
party and personal obligations. 


When the board convened yesterday 


morning Supervisor Ward made a mo- 
tion to dispense with the services of the 
helper at the county farm. The motion 
was seconded by Rose and passed unani- 
mously.

A woman who gave her name as Mrg, 


Jeffres came before the board to ask as- 
sistance, and as Chairman Sayre said, it 
was one of the "hardest cases" that haa 
ever been called to the attention of the 
supervisors, A horse trader who is en- 
camped near tho railroad aonthoaeE of 
town brought her before tbe board and 
explained that he bad found her with 
two children,camped near where be was 
stopping, in a destitute condition. 


"Mra. Jeffrea was attired in a wrapper 


that looked much the worse for wear 
and dirt. Shu was a healthy looking 
woman of about 40 years, but was not at 
all prepoflfleising. In response to ques- 
tions by Chairman Sayre ahe eaid that 
she came from Missouri with a family 
named Howard. They traveled over- 
land to Portland, Or., and not finding 
tbe opportunities what tbey had ex- 
pected on this coast they decided to re- 
turn to their native atate by way of Cal- 
ifornia and the south. 
11 When Fresno waa reached tbe How- 
ards refused to take Mra. Jeffres with 
them any further because of her two 
children, to whom tbey objected. They 
were willing to take the mother with 
tbem back to Missouri, but they insisted 
that ahe should dispose of the children 
by 6nding aome one to care for them. 
Thia Mre. Jeffrea refused to do and tbe 
Howards then unloaded her effects from 
thft wagon and left her by the road aide 
without any abelter and only a small 
quantity of food. 


That waa on Monday and yesterday 


thn horse trader came along and nrged 
her to go before the Board of Supervi- 
sors with him to get county aid. 
Mrs. 


Jeffiea had movad into an enclosure of 
tin near trie road, bnt it afforded slight 
protection. The cbildren are aged 3 and 
6 years respectively. 


Tbe woman explained that her hus- 


band died in MteBcari about two yeara 
aigo. She has prown cbildren in the 
East, but none of them are in a condi- 
tion to assist her. 
When asked what 


she thought the board ought to do for 
her ehe answered that ehe would like to 
have help to fcet back to Missouri. 
When Chairman Sayre suggested that 
she place the children in the county or- 
phanage and that she go to work and 
earn money with which to pay railroad 
fare to Mieaomi, Mrs. Jeffrsa replied 
pointedly that eho would riot do that. 
She said ahe would walk to Missouri 
with tho children in 
preference to 


adopting Sayre's (suggestion. The board 
was not inclined to aasiet her upon her 
terms and Mrs. JefTree then walked oat 
of the room.

waa elected lieutenant colonel of the 
Sixth regiment, N.G.C., to succeed Colin 
Cbisholm, resianed. T e election was 
the most hotly contested ever held in 
tbe regiment. 


Tho candidates were Captain Johnson, 


who waa nominated by Major Grant of 
Stockton, and Captain William U. Cook 
of Bakerpfield, who was placed in nomi- 
nation by Captain G. W. Jones of 
Fresno. 


Tbe first ballot resulted ia a tie, the 
Me being 13 to 13. A deadlock of aev- 


eral hours' duration followed and not 
until thia morning at 1 o'clock was it 
broken. 


When Captain Johnson's eupinrtora 


aaw early in the evening that there waa 
a deadlock they at once telegraphed to 
Merced for Rprand Lieutenant P. Van- 
deubeuvel of Company ht, the only com- 
pany oflicer in the'reiiiment who waa not 
present at tho carotin". He caught the 
train which arrived here at 1 o'clock and 
immediately proceeded to the armory 
ftcil cast the vote that elected Captain 
Johnson. 


The keenest interest wae taken in the 


election. The frieude of the Stockton 
candidate were confidant that 
they 


would olcct him, for they knew that the 
Merced liaiitBoant would vote for John- 
son when he arrived. Captain Cook's 
supporters stood by him firmly, and 
their hope was based on the possibility 
that Lieutenant Yandeuheuvel might 
not get here. 


About 11 o'clock the officers began 


talkine of c-fTecting a compromise. The 
discussion became quite acrimonious at 
times, and Lieutenant Colonul Hay, who 
presided, bad to call Major Grant to or- 
der for using violent language. Oaptain 
Johnson became indignant and wanted 
to quit, saying that be was not receiving 
fair treatment. He claimed to bo en- 
titled to tho election because be waa 
Oook'a senior. 


Captain Cook'a supporters offered to 


give Johneon the lieutenant colonelcy if, 
when Colonel S.. S. Wriebt resigned in 
the spring as he had announced he 
wonld, the southern part of the valley 
would be given the lieutenant colonelcy 
upon Jobnson'a promotion to the com- 
mand. But the northern men would 
mate no promises, and all efforta to 
reach an agreement were futile. 
Lieu- 


tenant J. D. Jones of Company F then 
announced that Colonel Wright wonld 
not resign P.B ho had elated he would. 
Freano will retain the regimental head- 
quarters till his term expires, and not 
till thou will Lieutenant Colonel John- 
son have an opportunity to become com- 
mander of the regiment. 


The voting woa confined closely to 


battalion lines, aa predicted in tbe "lls- 
ponLir\x yesterday. Tbe officers of the 
First battalion were eolid for Johnson, 
and those of tho second stood deter- 
minedly for Cook. There are twelve offi. 
cers in pnnh battalion. Uoloned Wright 
caat the thirteenth vote for Cook, while 
Major Grant and Major Whitmore wero 
for Johneorj, making 14 votes for the 
Stockton man.
